States, he studied our educational 
system and expressed gieat admira- 
tion for it. He saw our little rec 
school house? dotting e\ ery nook am 
corner of our land. Xo wonder tha 
he said he now understood \vh; 
America seat such wonderful men tc 
fight the battles of democracy, tha 
no other country educates like thii 
country. It is true. 
America is a 


land of free schools, and each ana 
every one has the same opportunity 
to secure the most precious thing on 
this earth. 


Our own state has ne\ er lagged be- 


hind in educating her youth, but has 
always endeavored to lead the wa\ 
in educational advances. Late last 
spring she stepped to the forefront 
when the Legislature passed a lau 
providing a $roo scholarship to the 
high school graduate of each count} 
making the highest grades in a com- 
petitive examination given by the 
State Department of Public Instruc- 
tion. This scholarship may be used 
by the lucky winner to enter anv 
state institution of learning. 
The 


scholarship is good for four years, 
provided that 'the student keeps in 
good standing and does good work 
while in the institution. Considering 
the fact tha: one of these scholar- 
ships is given every year to 86" new 
men and that they are good for 4 
years, one can easily see that it is go- 
ing to cost the state some money. 


But the results will justify the ex- 


pense of maintenance. Pennsylvania 
now shows to the world that she is 
willing to stand back of her youth in 
their earnest desire for a higher edu- 
cation. Hitherto private individuals 
and the colleges had to create the 
desire for many young men to at 
least try for an education with the 
small offers of help that they might 
be able to give. But now the state 
is willing to provide a higher educa- 
tion to- the best of its high school 
graduates. The writer believes that 
this is only a small beginning on the 
part of the state to provide a higher 
education for its youth. If she can 
provide a common and high school 
education, can she not go a bit fur- 
tber and provide a college education?
